store. 
Customers from the closer 
city paid only $27,000. 
This city 
had a retail 
merchants’ associa­ 
tion. 
Sulley 
displayed 
a 
series of 
charts during his address on mer­ 
chandising principles and hints on 
salesmanship. 
He urged retailers 
to study their lines of merchan­ 
dise carefully, work out a control 
system on their inventories and 
expenses, eliminate the causes of 
losses and know their percentages. 
Mr. Sulley compared the business 
percentage dials with the instru­ 
ment board of an airplane which 
determines the course of the pilot.

Back in 18 17 when Pickaway 
cou nty was still y ou ng a Saltcreek 
township resident had a "belov ed 
wife” bu t ju st the same she was 
“the old woman” to

said so in his will. 
This old tim er gav e the m ajor­ 
ity of his estate to a son with “all 
priv eledges of the land my deal 
calls for,” and left the hou se to his 
widow directing the son to “keep 
the hou se in good repair and giv e

su fficient 
bread 
and 
flower and meal, half porck and 
half beef and salt su fficient and 
to keep the old woman, two head 
of cattle one cow and heifer and 
fou r sheep, and to giv e her the 
third of the fru u t in the ochert.” 
His three dau ghters were each 
beq u eathed a cow bu t two were 
not to hav e their cows “thil thay 
marry , and is to fu rnish the old 
woman with su fficient fier wood 
to the hou se, and cu t it for her fit 
to the fire.”

The natio n's annual barber sho p 
bill is repo rted to have dro pped 
fro m $750,000,000 in 19 26 to ap­ 
pro x imately $500,000,000 in 19 36, 
y e t‘ the masculine use o f o ther 
items to enhance the appearance 
o f the face and hair has in­ 
creased abo ut 25 per cent. 
On the basis o f the 19 30 census 
$16.21 a y ear is spent by the adult 
male fo r “ beauty aids,” as co m­ 
pared with the estimated 22.28 
fo r wo men.

Aa so o n as a veteran certifies his 
bo nd fo r co nversio n it is sent to 
the treasury , where a check will 
be mailed o ut immediately . Treas­ 
ury o fficials ex pect the peak o f 
co nversio n within the nex t two 
weeks. 
In o rder to finance this co nver­ 
sio n the treasury y esterday mar­ 
keted $2,050,000,000 in go vernment 
bo nds and no te issues, largely to 
raise $1,106,000,000 to help pay 
veterans. It was the largest single 
lo an ever flo ated by the treasury 
in peacetime. 
The financing so ared the natio n­ 
al debt to a new peak o f $34,400,- 
000,000 
Mo rgenthau anno unced. 
This, ho wever, will be decreased 
so mewhat as veterans return their 
bo nds 
fo r 
co nversio n 
into cash 
raised thro ugh y esterday ’s sale of 
securities. 
Many Bo rro wed 
The bo nus pay ments made y es­ 
terday were o nly a little m ore; 
than half the amo unt v oted the ! 
| veterans as adjusted compensation 
fo r war-time service. Most o f the 
| veterans already had bo rro wed u p 
i to the 5 per cent allo wed by con- 
i gress. These bo rro wings were d e- 
j ducted befo re bo nds and checks 
were mailed. 
The veterans received an average 
o f $558 in bo nds and checks. This 
meant the average veteran re­ 
ceived 11 $50 bo nds and a check 
fo r $8 . The checks were immedi­ 
ately cashable. Delay in d eliv ery 
in so me instances will mean many 
veterans will no t receiv e their 
bo nus fo r several d ay s.

“Between 1870 and 19 30, the population 
of the United States increased 218 per cent, 
while the gainfully employed 
increased 
29 1 percent . . . There was 
a gain of 
20,- 
000,000 new jobs during the period of most 
intensive technological advancement, 19 00 
to 19 30. For each 1,000 of the 47,000,000 
added population, 422 new jobs were cre­ 
ated in this period of twentieth century de­ 
velopment.” 
That would seem to 
offer 
food 
for 
thought, especially among the Technocrats 
who have been standing forth as leading 
apostles of gloom. The evidence apparent­ 
ly shows that jobs and machinery are not 
mutually exclusive and that mechanical 
progress may actually be a prime factor in 
attaining the More Abundant Life.

likely to prevent Congress from go­ 
ing home this week, and that is a last min 
ute jam on the Tax Bill. 
The Tax and Relief Bills are the only 
items on the entire legislative program for 
which the Administration and its leaders 
on Capitol Hill give a snap of their fingers 
when they whiff the green grass 
back 
home and the sawdust of the Philadelphia 
Convention. 
Also— and this is not to be sneezed at— 
a lot of the boys on both sides of 
the 
chamber are not at all anxious to put 
themselves on record concerning certain 
controversial questions, while so close to 
the November deadline when they have to 
face their constituents. 
Result of all this is a long list of import­ 
ant bills almost sure to be left high and 
dry in the headlong rush for adjournment. 
Among these are : 
Guffey Coal Bill — This is the substitute 
measure for the law wiped out by the Su­ 
preme Court. It permits coal operators to 
fix prices in order to pay union wages. 
This bill is more likely than the others to 
pass, though there is no certainty. 
W a gner-Ellenbogen Housing Bill — Has 
tacit support of White House and vigorous 
support from mayors all over the country. 
But it is menaced by inner Administration 
clashes on housing policy and by opposi­ 
tion of powerful private interests. Now 
stalled by Congressman Steagall of Ala 
bama. 
Kerr-Cool id ge Alien Deportation Bill — 
Pending over a year and warmly endorsed 
by the Administration, but bitterly opposed 
by Red-baiting elements. It gives the La­ 
bor Department discretion 
in deporting 
aliens. No chance of passing. 
W a lsh-H ea ly Bill— This is the American 
Federation of Labor's No. 1 “must” bill. It 
would apply NRA code standards to gov­ 
ernment contracts. Passed by the Senate 
last year, but little chance 
of passing 
House. 
Ship Subsidy Bill— This eliminates mail 
contracts and substitutes a ship construc­ 
tion subsidy. Also takes shipping out of the 
Commerce Department and creates Marine 
Commission. Slim chance of passing. 
Food and Drug Bill — This has been so 
emasculated by Dr. Copeland and even its 
advocates are against it in its present form. 
Definitely doomed. 
Robinson-Patman Chain Store Bill — This 
would prevent price discrimination 
by 
chain stores, and if passed would probably 
wreck them. The bill has powerful support 
in Congress, but White House advisers be­ 
lieve it would cause such disastrous econo­ 
mic repercussions that Roosevelt would not 
sign it. 
Briefly put, the bills unpassed are 
about as important as the bills passed by 
the present session of Congress. Here are 
the ones which passed; 
Bonus Bill; a week neutrality resolution; 
the AAA substitute soil conservation pro­ 
gram ; a ten-year electrification program ; 
and the regulation of commodity exchan­ 
ges. The Senate also impeached Judge H. 
L. Ritter of Florida.

Canned Foods are Safe for Home Consumption

ONE OF THE most important and 
seldom acknowledged advantages of 
modern life is the widespread use of 
preserved foods 
The practice has 
allowed our ta 
blee to be va­ 
ried 
and 
our 
diet 
attractive 
and 
nutritious 
during changes 
of s e a s on 
t h r ou g h the 
winter month*, 
and for those 
who are com 
pelled 
to 
live 
far r e move d 
f r om agricul­ 
tural centers cr 
a c t i ve f ood 
markets. 
W h e n w e 
think of the life 
of former times, with the fluctuation 
of food supply due to changes of sea 
son and the limited possibilities of 
transporting fresh foods any distance 
from the place where they were pro­ 
duced, it is easy to understand th* 
vastly Improved nutrition of th# 
modern race of men. To aay noth­ 
ing of th# enormously Increased fer­ 
tility of th* human race, a situation 
which 
Is not entirely a blessing. 
Whereas in the day s of our fore­ 
fathers, underweight and undernu­ 
trition were th* commonest nutri­ 
tional diseases, today one of th* most 
serious problems is obesity . 
It was only about 180 y ears ago. 
I have been told, that the preserva­ 
tion of fruits in jars was begun. Only 
very recently were vegetables and 
meat products added to th# list, and 
the. practice taken out of the hands 
of the housewife to be made a com­ 
mercial Industry . Th# housewife has 
not been entirely supplanted and, in 
fa ct her methods have been ap­ 
proved and encouraged by th# U. S. 
department of agriculture (so* Farm- 
era’ Bulletin No. 1471), but I doubt 
whether th# housewife’s equipment 
will aver allow her to ex tend the 


practice te the sclentlflo develop­ 
ments that 
w# have in modern 
canned goods. 
Can Live en Canned Foods 
Personally . I have alway s been glad 
torium, or going off th# gold stand­ 
ard, or revolution, or flood, threaten 
my community , that I have been able 
to lay In a supply of canned food, be­ 
cause I can live very comfortably en 
such fa re for a long time. 
The 
question 
constantly arises, 
however, whether there are any dan- 
gers in canned food. These come un­ 
der th* head usually of ptomaine poi­ 
soning from the can or from chemical 
preservatives. A little acquaintance 
with modern methods of manufac­ 
ture would quiet apprehension en 
this score. 
So far as poisons are concerned, 
they are usually still called "pto­ 
maines” . 
In the early day s of th# 
Industry , bacteriology was still in a 
period of Infancy , and It was sup­ 
posed that eom# chemical change la 
the food Itself resulted in the forma­ 
tion of poisonous products, which we 
called "ptomaines” . Food poisoning, 
however, usually Is due te Infection. 
Th# ptomaine theory of food poison­ 
ing Is today thoroughly discredited, 
and the eminent hy glenlst, M. J. 
Rosenau. say s. "Ptomaine poisoning 
is a good term to forget” 
Today the process of canning food 
takes Into account so thoroughly th* 
complete sterilization of th* package 
before It 1« sealed, and th# sealed 
package so effectively keeps out In­ 
fection, that ordinary food poisoning; 
due to the growth of germs, is more 
likely to occur In fresh food that has 
been ex posed and handled than In 
canned and preserved foods. 
It !» 
true there have been some epidemic*, 
such a* botulism, in th* past from 
certain kinds of preserved foods, but 
they have aim ply served as warnings 
to Increase the precautions which 
food manufacturer* take in order te 
prevent a recurrence of these condi­ 
tions.

out labor provisions objected to 
by the court 
The. measure, af-

Maximum Gain Shewn 


The serious implications of the 


extended dry weather were reflect- 
ed by the boom in .wheat futures 
yesterday on the nation's leading 
grain exchanges. The spring wheat 
markets, Minneapolis and Duluth, 
•oared 5 cents a bushel, the maxi- 
mum gain permitted in a single 
day's trading under exchange reg- 
ulations. The Chicago Board of 
Trade recorded gains of 3 cents 
per busheL 


White-haired Nat C. Murray, 


who has compiled crop statistics 
for the government and for a La 
Ball* street grain firm for 40 
xaers, said dispatches from his 2,- 
000 crop reporters showed' 2.OOO,- 
000 acres of spring 'wheat aban- 
doned in the last two weeks. 


"Spring wheat is dying at the 


rate of 1,000,000 bushels a day. 
And only heavy rain within the 
next week can save the crop from 
the worst drought damage in many 
years," Murray said. 


"The crop is off to a start 


much similar to that of the dis- 
astrous drought year of 1934. 


Inspection 
of 
the 
intricate 


charts and graphs that line Mur- 
ray's office high above La Salle 
street, keeping him as close to the 
soil as any dirt-smeared fanner, in- 
dicated that a recovery in spring 
wheat still is a possibility. The 
fine recovery of this year's winter 
wheat crop, which came through a 
period of drought, 
high 
winds, 


and dust storms to a yield not far 
under average, showed that 
a 


growing spree is not impossible 
for the spring crop. 


Other grain experts reported the 


condition grave in the northwest 
A prominent Minneapolis grain 
elevator owner said only scattered 
spots in North Dakota are expect- 
ing any crop at all. Many growers 
reported from 25 to 30 per cent 
of their crop already beyond recov- 
ery. 


R. O. Cromwell, another of Chi- 


cago's five famed private crop ex- 
perts now in South Dakota, report- 
ed the crop a failure in the west- 
ern section of that state. 


"Some late grain might make a 


half crop if Improved with soaking 
rains, but hah* the total acreage 
should be plowed under," ha said. 


Despite the pessimistic ton* of 


the news from the northwest, 
there were traders in grain futures 
who believed the United States will 
hav* an exportable surplus 
of 


wheat for the first .time in several 
years. They pointed out that with 
heavy rains the spring yield might 
total 200,000,000 bushels which 
added to the anticipated 800,000,- 
000 bushels of winter wheat would 
leave about 50,000,000 bushels over 
domestic requirements for food, 
feed, and seed.

Postmaster Calls Clerks and 


Adds Five Typists to Help

will bear 3 per cent interest if 
held. Each $50 bond will increase 
in value by $1.50 a year, until it 
Is worth $63.50 on June 15, 1945. 


As soon as a veteran certifies his 


bond for conversion it is sent to 
the treasury, where a check will 
be mailed out immediately. Treas- 
ury officials expect the peak of 
conversion within the next two 
weeks. 


In order to finance this conver- 


sion the treasury yesterday mar- 
keted $2,050,000,000 in government 
bonds and note issues, largely to 
raise $1,106,000,000 to help pay 
veterans. It was the largest single 
loan ever floated by the treasury 
in peacetime.

al debt to a new peak of $34,400,- 
000,000

Many Borrowed 


The bonus payments made yes- 


terday were only a little more 
than half the amount voted the 
veterans as adjusted compensation 
for war-time service.

These borrowings were de- 
ducted before bonds and checks 
were mailed. 


The veterans received an average 


of $558 in bonds and checks. This 
meant the average veteran re- 
ceived 11 $50 bonds and a check 
for $8.

Delay in delivery 
in some instances will mean many 
veterans will not receive their 
bonus for several days.

TAX, RELIEF TO CAUSE JAM 


W 


ASHINGTON—Only one impasse is 


likely to prevent Congress from go- 


ing home this week, and that is a last min- 
ute jam on the Tax Bill. 


The Tax and Relief Bills are the only 


items on the entire legislative program for »"/ 
which the Administration and its leaders 
on Capitol Hill give a snap of their fingers 
when they whiff the green grass 
back 


home and the sawdust of the Philadelphia 
ionvention. 


Also—and this is not to be sneezed at— 


a lot of the boys on both sides of 
the 


chamber are not at all anxious to put 
themselves on record concerning certain 
controversial questions, while so close to 
the November deadline when they have to 
face their constituents. 


Result of all this is a long list of import- 


ant bills almost sure to be left high and 
dry in the headlong rush for adjournment. 
Among these are: 


Guffey Coal Bill—This is the substitute 


measure for the law wiped out by the Su- 
preme Court. It permits coal operators to 
fix prices in order to pay union wages 
This bill is more likely than the others to 
pass, though there is no certainty. 


Wa*n«r-Ellenbogen Housing Bill—Has 


tacit support of White House and vigorous 
support from mayors all over the country. 
But it is menaced by inner Administration 
clashes on housing policy and by opposi- 
tion of powerful private interests. Now 
stalled by Congressman Steagall of Ala- 
bama. 


Kerr-Coolidge Alien Deportation Bill — 


Pending over a year and warmly endorsed 
by the Administration, but bitterly opposed 
by Red-baiting elements. It gives the La- 
bor Department discretion 
in deporting 


aliens. No chance of passing. 


Walsh-Healy Bill—This is the American 


Federation of Labor's No. 1 "must" bill. It 
would apply NRA code standards to gov- 
ernment contracts. Passed by the Senate 
last year, but little chance 
of passing 


House. 


Ship Subsidy Bill—This eliminates mail 


contracts and substitutes a ship construc- 
tion subsidy. Also takes shipping out of the 
Commerce Department and creates Marine 
Commission. Slim chance of passing. 


Food and Drug Bill—This has been so 


emasculated by Dr. Copeland and even its 
advocates are against it in its present form. 
Definitely doomed. 


Robinson Patman Chain Store Bill—This 


would prevent price discrimination 
by 


chain stores, and if passed would probably 
wreck them. The bill has powerful support 
in Congress, but White House advisers be- 
lieve it would cause such disastrous econo- 
mic repercussions that Roosevelt would not 
sign it. 


Briefly put, the bills unpassed are 


about as important as the bills passed by 
the present session of Congress. Here are 
the ones which passed: 


Bonus Bill; a week neutrality resolution; 


the AAA substitute soil conservation pro- 
gram; a ten-year electrification program; 
and the regulation of commodity exchan- 
ges. The Senate also impeached Judge H. 
L. Ritter of Florida.

however, usually Is due te Infection, 
The ptomaine theory of food polsea* 
tng 1* today thoroughly discredited, 
and the eminent hrgienlst, M. f, 
Roeenau, says, "Ptomaine poisoning 
Is a good term to forget" 


Today tbe process of canning food 


take* into account so thoroughly the 
complete sterilization of the package 
before It Is sealed, and the sealed 
package so effectively keeps out In* 
feetlon, that ordinary food poisoning, 
dus to the growth of germs. Is more 
likely to occur in fresh food that Has 
been exposed and bandied than la 
canned and preserved fooda. 
It Is 


true there have been some epldemlca, 
•ucb a* botulism, in the past from 
certain kinds of preserved food*, bat 
they have simply served as warnings 
to increase the precaution* whlca 
food manufacturers take la order te 
prevent a recurrence ot tneve condi- 
tions. 
We have net heard of any 


serious eutbreak vt tbis kind fer 
many years.
